It was here that the world had the 
first intimation that the allied armies 
which since late in March had been 
under the supreme command of Mar 
shal Foch, had been pursuing a defi 
nite policy and had conserved their 
strength against

The

attack 
cast of 
Montdidici 
came to a pause after siz-davs of tcr 
rible fighting in which the Germans 
suffered frightfully in losses and the 
French, for the first time since the 
German offensive began, struck • back 
at the invaders. 


American forces had taken part in 
the final phases of the battle along the 
Marne and had been instrumental in 
stopping the Germans at Chateau 
Thierry. 
In this battle came the first 
notable contribution of American to 
the military 
fortunes ot the allies. 
Since March, however, 'there had been 
a flood tide of khaki-clad men crossing 
the Atlantic and during May. June 
and the first part of July they rapidly 
moved up to the battle zone. 
The sanguinary check of the Ger- 


man offensive east of Montdidier pave 
the allies hope that the German tide 
would be safely stemmed, and this feel- 
ing Was heightened during the succeed 
ing three'or four weeks by a series of

Xew Departures. 
If any one word hns char.ic-ier:zed 
this movement, since its beginnins. it 
is "progiess." Laying a sure founda- 
tion, the Y men of early days were not 
long in building the superstructure. At 
the close o fthe Civil War, of the 200 
Associations which existed prior to its 
outbreak, only G3 survived. Xew York 
was probably hit the hardest. '>ut it 
reassembled its forces mid, under the 
leadership of Robert McrUunoy. went 
forward. This man's name stands out 
as a rugged promontory in association 
history: for -thiriy-four years he w.is 
the Xew York executive. This organ- 
ization was in advance of its contem- 
poraries .in that it worl.ed for tho four- 
fold nature "of men. spiritual, tnentrtl. 
social and physical. 
It is this idea 


which has been condensed into the 
"triangle." the badge of the Y. M. C. 
A. which represents spirit, mind and 
body. New York was the first city to 
add the physical phase of the work, 
and thus help young men to srow. like 
their Lord, "in wisdom and stature." 
Following on the heels of the fourfold 
work, came the building, especially de- 
signed and equipped for such activ- 
ity. After a survey of the temptations 
of Xew York it was decided to compete 
with the forces of evell anC $500.000 was 
raised for this pui pose. 
At the ded- 
ication of this building. It was placed 
alongside the cathedral, the monastery, 
the "Puritan meeting house, the Wes- 
leyan chapel, and the Sunday school 
in" significance. This Xew York build- 
ins: Xvas dedicated in ISfiS. Two years 
earlier, in Chicago, an 
association 


building had been procured which left 
out the fourfold feature, '-tit had a 
large hall in which evangelistic work 
for the community was done.

'"Bhere is no good reason why this 
should be done," Colonel Rivers said. 
"It puts upon the Y. M. C. A. and K. 
of C. secretaries a burden which they 
should not be called upon to bear. The 
camp postal system is entirely ade- 
quate and all incoming mail is deliv- 
erded with a minimum of delay." 


Hereafter all soldiers in camp will 
have their mail addressed to them in 
care of the organization to which they 
belong, to be distributed in the regu- 
lar way. In case a soldier is trans- 
ferred from one organization to an- 
other, it is his duty to-'tiotify his cor- 
respondents at once of his change of 
address. Colonel Rivers concluded. 


An order was issued yesterday that

BY FOE, FIGHT TWO DAYS

London, Sept. 21 —Futher steps for- 


ward have been taken by the British 
on the .Flanders front. Field Marshal 
Haig's statment today announces the 
improvement of the British position 
west of Messines to the south of Ypres 
where a strong point was captured. 
Northwest of St. Quentin the British 
continued their progress through the 
main Hindenburg line advancing their 
front northwest of Bellinglise. 
North of Gauche wood, west of V.l- 
lers-Guislain, one of the Biitish ad- 
vanced po«ts was pressed back slightly. 
A British detachment of seven men 
was surrounded and \vas believed to 
have been captured when the Germans 
took Moeuvres. Their post was In the 
northern part of the village and they 
held it for two davs during the Ger- 
man occupation inflicting losses on the 
enemy,. When the village was retaken 
the entire party -ejoined its unit with- 
out loss. 
The text of the statsnent reads: 
"On one occasion of the hostile at- 
tack on Moeuvres a <-ori>or.il and six 
men of the Highland Light Infantry, 
forming the garrison of one of our 
posts north of the village, were sur- 
rounded and believed to have been cap- 
tured.

was one of the kaiser's principal con- 
cerns. That was why he never ap- 
peared in public except in full uniform; 
why he always rode a white horse, 
while the rest of his staff rode dark 
ones; why the pictures of him that 
were allowed to be circulated always 
showed him to the very best advan- 
tage; why every case of lese majeste 
was punished with the utmost severity; 
why, 
in short, every possible precau- 


tion was taken that the exalted ideas 
which the public held regarding their 
kaiser should never be undermined. 


With this spirit of devotion dominat- 


ing the people generally, it was only 
to be expected that they should have 
stood solidly behind their emperor 
when he sought to achieve tlie one 
ambition of his life—his dream of 
world dominion. 


There is no doubt that the war was 


planned and made possible by the mili- 
tarists and the junkers, and that every 
effort was made to conceal from the 
people its real purpose and ultimate 
goal; but if anyone imagines that the 
people at large would have held back 
had they realized the truth, he fails to 
.understand the underlying spirit of the 
Teutonic race. 


The Germans are the most quarrel- 


some people in the world. It is mis- 
leading to speak of the German mili- 
tarists. All Germans are militarists. 
The records of their civil courts tell 
the story. In 1913 there were no less 
than 5,000,000 petty cases tried in the 
courts, and as every case naturally in- 
volved at least two parties, the aston- 
ishing fact is disclosed that some 10,- 
000,000 Germans, or one-seventh of the 
entire population, appealed to the 
courts In a single year! 


The bellicose character of the people 


was evidenced in countless other ways. 
It was the natural result of what I 
believe to be the most pronounced na- 
tional shortcoming—selfishness. The 
average German Is the most selfish in- 
dividual In the world. He thinks of 
himself and his own comfort first last 
and all the time. I have noticed it on 
the street cars, in the theaters, In the 
public highways, In the restaurants and 
hotels, 
where 
people 
congregate. 


Every one looked out for himself first 


law and the dictates of common hu- 
manity? They had only one criticism 
to make of it—it was not comprehen- 
sive enough! It was absolute folly. If 
not a crime, they said, for Germany 
to prescribe safety lanes for neutral 
vessels to use. The whole world should- 
have been declared a war zone, that 
death and destruction might be dealt 
wherever and whenever the opportun- 
ity offered. 
Every ship that sailed 


should be sunk, and every American 
who ventured within range of a Ger- 
man gun, on sea or land, should be 
shot That was the universal senti- 
ment 


The suggestion that a continuation 


of the submarine warfare would in- 
evitably bring America Into the war 
did not perturb the people In the 
slightest 


"How 
can America do us more harm 


than she is now doing?" they asked. 
"American bullets are shooting down 
our men, American food is sustaining 
our enemies. American dollars are 
working against us In every possible 
way. 
Let America come Into the war 


and give us a chance to pay her back 
for what she has done to us. She 
couldn't haem us any more if she were 
a belligerent Why allow her to re- 
main neutral and go unscathed?" 


The jubilation with which the news 


of the sinking of the Lusitania was re- 
ceived by the German people was gen- 
eral. It was so significant that I be- 
lieve America would have declared war 
Immediately had it been known. I 
have failed to find a single German 
who did not exult over the dastardly 
crime, and the activity of the Zep- 
pelins In their raids on open towns 
evoked similar demonstrations. 


That the views which the people 


held regarding the conduct of the war 
were strongly influenced by the public 
press, which was absolutely controlled 
by the government, was only to be ex- 
pected. The fact that in peace time the 
press of Germany was perhaps the 
most reliable in the world, made of it 
a particularly valuable tool in the 
hands of the government in time of 
war. 


The German newspaper Is gospel to 


the people. The last word in any argu- 
ment was always furnished by proof 
supplied by some newspaper article. 
"Es steht In der zeltung," liberally 
translated, "The paper says so," was 
always final and conclusive. Nothing 
the papers declared was too preposter- 
ous to be believed. 


The press was used to excellent ad- 


vantage to conceal reverses and to 
make the utmost capital out of suc- 
cesses. Right from the start the news-

(Compiled from A. 1'. Dispatches.) 
Tuikish forces along the line from 
the Mediterranean sea to the Jordan, 
noitli of Jerusalem, appear to have 
suffered a serious defeat at the hands 
of the British and French armies and 
tlieir allies, the Arabs, if the situation 
develops as favorably to the allies as 
it is indicated by the 'reports of the 
opening phases of the righting, the 
Sultan's forces may suffer disaster.

' tern along the Mediterranean sea coast.

! Turkish forces which are holding the 
line to the eastward of the front where 
the attack is launched. These enemy 
units are prevented from retreating 
eastward by the hostility of lledjas 
tribes beyond the Jordan and they face 
a serious problem in making their way 
back to safety along the western ba:ik 
of that historic stream. 


More than 3.000 prisoners have been 
captured by the allies who have also 
taken 
great 
quantities of war ma- 
terials.

Greek forces aie pursuing their suc- 
cesses in the Macedonian theatre of 
the war. 
Poloshko, a town 19-miles 
east of Prilep. has been reached By 
the French, while the Serbians have

neighborhood of the town of Dunye, 
south of Prilep. Further e.ist the Brit- 
ish and Greeks are forcing the Bul- 
garians back in the Lake Doiran re- 
gion, in spite of the violent resistance 
of the enemy. 


Along the battle line in France the 
British are still hammering away at 
the Hmdenburg line noith of St. Quen- 
tin and have nrule gains of consider- 
able importance. 
This region is one 
great fortress and progress must of 
necessity be slov,-. The success of the 
British, especially that of the Austra- 
lian units, gives reason for the belief 
expressed in dispatches tnat the Ger- 
man line north of St. Quentin may be 
broken by the allied onslaught. South 
of St. Quentin the French are fighting 
relentlessly and are making progress 
in the 
region of Essigny-Le-Grand. 
Fighting along the American front in 
Lorraine has been of a minor nature 
since the Germans were forced back 
to their lines before Metz. 


Allied forces in Russia have routed 
the Bolshevik! army on me northern 
front. Petrograd dispatches state that 
the Bolsheviki retreat was caused by" 
the treachery of Lettisli regiments, 
which refused to fight against the 
British. 


There is a belief in official circles in 
Washington that a new allied stroke 
may 
he launched soon 
somewhere 
along the front in France. The plans 
of Marshal Foch are not known but 
it is intimated in dispatches from the 
capital that an attack from Rheims 
to Verdun would cause little surprise. 
Such .a move would probaly be the 
first step in the operation of forcing 
the Germans to loosen their grip north 
of the Aisne and also weaken their 
hold on the region northwest of Metz.
